Berlin, Oct. 27 (AA—Berlin's Com­ 
munists today blamed “sabotage by 
reactionary elements" for tempor­ 
arily knocking out a big power 
plant and shutting off electricity in 
the Russian sector of the city. 
Anti-Communists were quick to 
brand the charge a “phony.” They 
claimed it was a political maneuver 
to provoke new attacks upon anti­ 
com m unist trade unionists and an 
alibi for technical inefficiency. 
At the same time, the Russians 
and Soviet-controlled German po­ 
lice increased their blockade pres­ 
sure against western Berliners. They 
began .stopping pedestrians at the 
occupation sector borders, search­ 
ing them and confiscating any food­ 
stuffs or 
western 
currency they 
carried. Heretofore these intracity 
blockade controls had been confined 
chiefly to vehicular traffic.
